The Lifeless Body of a Young 


Widow Found at Her 


Home.' 


Bad Ending of Mrs. T. A. Smith— 


Testimony Given at the 


Inquest. 


At 9-30 o'clock laat night Mm. Thomas 


A. Smith, B widow, danghur-in-law of 
Sexton £. Smith, was found dead lying 
upon a bed in her room at her home, No. 
936 North Main street, and by her aide 
waa an open album with the portraits ot 
her self and her dead husband exposed. 
The body was oold and stiff. To all ap- 
pearances death had corns to Mrs, Smith 
several days ago. She WBB dressed en- 
tirely in black. There was no evidence 
of any straggle whatever. It appeared 
as though etie had fallen asleep. On the 
dresser in the room wsa a plaia visiting 
card with the name "Mrs. T. A. Smith" 
written on it in ink. Above the name 
were these significant words: "Please 
bury me with my dear husband. There 
I will rest forever happy." It was a 
plain case of suicide, bat there was BO 
mark of self-inflicted violence, nor evi.- 
denoe of poison anywhere in the room. 
In the kitchen, the cooking stove was 
partly open at tbe top, and it could be 
seen that recently something had been 
Burnt to ashes in tbe stove. On the rim 
of tLe sink m the kitchen was a table- 
spoon washed clean, and here and there 
were white spots on the wooden border 
of th» sink like the sittings of flonr. 
These sittings were not discovered until 
this mornibg. 
, 


The maiden name ot the deceased was 


Mollie A. Bahan, and her parents retide 
at Lake City. She leaves several broth- 
ers and two sisters. Mra. Tom Richard- 
son and Mn. H. Bradbury, of Ueoatnr, 
are her sisters. The enieide married 
Thomas A. Bmitlf, who was then a olerk 
at A. F. Boas' clothing store. He took 
sick and died within a few months, leav- 
ing his widow inconsolable. 
lira. 


Smith's actions after the death of her 
hnaband alarmed her relatives and 
friends, and for some time a oloae watoh 
waa kept over her. Neighbors took turn* 
watching her for a time, sitting up with 
her many long nights. Once she at- 
tempted to hang beraelt in the kitchen, 
bnt the Domestic happened to arrive in 
time to save her lite. She was oat down 
by neighbors who came to the assistance 
of tbe domestic. Another time when 
she was supposed to be asleep, ami while 
Berry Hnnter was in an adjoining room, 
to give her medicine, when the iionr ar- 
rived, she escaped from the house in 
her dressing gown, and fled down the 
atreet toward the cemetery. Her screams 
attracted attention at the corner ot 
Main and North streets, and a back 
brought her back to bar home. Hanter 
had dropped off in a dcze, and in that 
brief time Mn. Smith had got oat ot the 
house, la, her delirium she attempted 
to walk to tb* oemefery at one o'clock at 
night. At other times she was found 
weeping at the grave ot her husband, and 
Sexton Bendure had heard her express 
awiahthatahe oould die and be with 
Tom. Daring the late snow blizsard sbe 
visited the grave and was found lying on 
toe snow which covered tbe mound. She 
was induced tu leave the place and seek 
shelter.

made her home with Mrs. Tom Biohard- 
son. Xhunday she left her eisser'a home 
to have an interview with her fatnei-iif 
law, Sexton E. South. 
The interview 


was for the purpose of makioer a final 
settlement in regard to her tmsbana'a 
estate.

Friday after- 
noon Tom B chardeon met her on the 
street, and she told him she and Mr. 
Smith had effected a satisfactory settle- 
ment, and a* she said good-bye she re- 
marked that she would oot oome to bis 
honee that night. It was supposed that 
she bad gone to tbe home of Mr. and 
Mrs. B.sdbnry en Be nth Water street, 
aodtaey did not know that she had not 
been there until Monday evening, whtn 
Richardson and Bradbuty, who feared 
that something had happened started 
out to search for Mn. Sm.tb.

LOTTIS, Feb. 19.—Clara Howard, 
he mistress of wife and child murderer 
Arthur Duestrow, has fled to Chicago. 


.She disappeared from the disreputable 
louse kept by her at 816 South Four- 
.eenth street on Friday night last At 
irst it was supposed that she had 
merely taken refuge in some other lo- 
ality of this city to avoid any unpleas- 
ant consequences which might follow 
he discovery .that she had been Dues- 
row's mistress and that it was at her 
louse he had spent the forenoon of the 
:ay in which he killed his vs ife and lit- 
le son. 
It is now certain, however, that the 
loward woman has left St. Louis, •and 
rhat Chicago was the objective point 
if her flight Yesterday morning- her 
runk was sent down to the bag- 
;age-room of the Union depot and 
rom there checked to Chicago. 
It was checked over the Chicago & 


Alton railroad, the train on which it 
•was forwarded leaving St. Louis at 
8:45 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
,runk was expressed to the Chicago & 
Alton depot in Chicago. 


Clara Howard herself was not seen 


at the Union depot. It is likely that 
she has already gone to Chicago and 
that her trunk was forwarded to 
reach her there under orders received 
rom her since her flight. 


She Was an Important Witness. 


The woman is an important witness 


:n the Duestrow tragedy. It may be 
that she has been gotten out of the 
way to prevent her full testimony be- 
ng given against Duestrow; it may be, 
on the other hand, that she has become 
frightened aad fled of her own ac- 
:ord. 


It was almost directly from her dis- 


reputable house that Dr. Duestrow re- 
iurned to his own home on the day of 
the tragedy. On Friday of last week 
llara Howard made a statement before 
Ihief Ilarrigan, detailing the facts of 
Duestrow's acquaintance with her and 
of his actions on that day. Her evi- 
dence was regarded as bearing against 
Duestrow, and it was given unwilling 
by her 
She was to have been at 


the Four Courts at 10 o'clock on Friday, 
and not having appeared at noon an 
officer was sent to her house to bring 
her before the chief. She then ex- 
plained that her slowness in reporting 
had been caused by the clock in her 
house being slow. Immediately after 
making her statement to Chief Har- 
rigan the woman disappeared. 


As Duestrow's mistress, and the 


woman with whom he spent almost the 
entire forenoon of the day of the 
tragedy, her testimony is most impor- 
tant. It will establish plainer than 
any other testimony could the condi- 
tion in which Dr. Duestrow was on 
that day. In a case where sudden in- 
sanity is likely to be the 1 ne of de- 
fense this evidence is indispensable 


A "Veiled Woman" Mystery. 


About a week before the tragedy

man, 
giving her address as somewhere 


on South Compton avenue, asked for 
police protection against her husband 
at the Central district. She was re- 
ferred to' the Fifth district.

Miss Cook came to Chicago 
about eighteen months ago, and rent- 
ing a room at the above number on 
Wells street, she commenced dress- 
making. bhe was very quiet and never 
volunteered any information as to her 
past life excepting to tell Mrs. Grant, 
the proprietress of the house, that she 
was a first cousin to Jeff Davis 


On Sunday evening Miss Cook com- 


plained of being ill, and Mrs. Grant 
advised her not to lock her door, in or- 
der that she might be reached, if nec- 
essary. 
Miss Cook laughed at the 


suggestion and said she would be all 
right in the morning 


When Mrs. Grant arose yesterday 


morning she heard groans in Miss 
Cook's room and hastily knocked the 
door open. She found her in a very 
critical condition, and Dr Orth was 
hastily summoned. The patient died 
before the doctor arrived. 


Miss Cook has a mother living in 


Plainfield, Ind., and a nephew in Lily, 
Scott county, O. The body was re- 
moved to Sigmund's morgue, at 7S 
Fifth avenue, from- whence it will 
probably be sent to Plainfield. Miss 
Cook was 50 years old.

The divine injunction, "in the sweat 


of thy face shall thon eat bread," has. 
no relevancy to the citizens of the five 
civilized tribes. Here are a people 
who, 
like the lilies of the field, "toil 


not, neither do they spin,'' furnishing 
an example of class favoritism tinder 
the law peculiar and interesting to 
study. The landlords have no care but 
the (fathering- of rents and a general 
supervision of the home place. They 
are, as a class, free-handed, reckless, 
good livers, and with a strong tendency 
to dissipation. Most of them live up 
to their incomes, and few acquire large 
bank accounts. Your typical landlord's i 
home is the rambling white plantation | 
great house of ante-bellum days, with 
wide galleries, big chimneys and usual- 
ly in a bad state of repair. Aa air of 
untidiness and neglect pervade) the 
yard, to which is added a lack of 
taste inside when you enter. Still 
there is something about the sur- 
roundings—the orchard, smoke-house, 
negroes, pigs and poultry—which, de- 
notes solid old-fashioned comfort and 
Arcadian content 
Frequently you 


meet a lord of one of these mansions— 
a squaw man—whose family claim no 
Indian blood, yet he enjoys, by virtue 
of a former matrimonial alliance, all the 
landed rights of an Indian. It is really 
surprising the number of this class 
that are divorced from Indian wives or 
have become widowers and remarried 
in their own race. They constitute 
the largest landholders, and are very 
jealous of their tribal rights when 
threatened by •"boomers," as they term 
the opponents of land monopoly and 
unequal privileges. And what of the 
Indian, the full-blood whom this great 
and munificent government of ours 
has in its wisdom regarded as a 
ward 
and heir 
to 
a 
princely 


heritage as a recompense for An- 
glo-Saxon rapine? Yon will find him 
'where the stillness of the forest is aa 
yet unbroken. He Is there in hlfl mis- 
erable little hut, a recluse from tha 
great mad world he so distrnsts.and 
fears, living a poor hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence, and rarely emerging to visit 
the haunts of his tormentors. A scanty 
patch of corn, a few poultry and mast- 
fed hogs, with what game and fish fall 
prey to his skill, go to supply his 
meagre larder and furnish employment 
for his squaw and himself. Once in a 
great while there is a per capita pay- 
ment, and a pittance falls to his share 
after the professional red men of the 
tribe have made the disbursement to 
their satisfaction and paid their "at- 
torney's fees." It is a rare thing to 
find a full-blood in the Indian Territory 
who is living comfortably on as much 
as a quarter section of land under cul- 
tivation. There are some, but they are 
striking exceptions.—Rezin W. Me- 
Adam, in Harper's Magazine. 


. BISMARCK AT HOME. 


The Great German Statesman and HU 
Historic Pipe. 


After coffee and cigars had been 


passed, Bismarck's long pipe, with its 
china bowl decorated with the family 
coat of arms, was brought to him and 
lighted. A small table at his side held 
a tray with long queer matches, a small 
rod, and other pipe appurtenances, all 
of which were from time to time used. 
Never had I seen the process of smok- 
ing require to be helped along so of ten; 
for, during animated conversation, the 
pipe was forgotten and allowed to go 
out. I" this need, as in every other, I 
was iiupressod with the alertness of 
the attendants. Proud were they of 
their master, and tenderly watchful of 
his wishes and his physical infirmities. 


And here another picture. Bismarck 


lying back in the large chair, puffing 
at his long pipe—that historic pipe, in 
the cloud-smoke of which the Germany 
of to-day first took shape—his face ani- 
mated, strong and ever-changing, the 
two dogs now stretched in front at full 
length, with their big heads crossed 
over their master's feet. "This one 
was a gift to me from the young em- 
peror," said Bismarck, pointing to tha 
larger of the two. 


Talk turned upon the affectionate- 


ness and faithfulness of dogs, and somi 
one asked how the unmerited expres- 
sion, "gone to the dogs," had ever orig- 
inated Bismarck said: "The meaning 
of that saying has become entirely per- 
verted. In olden times, when a pack of 
hounds was a necessity, not a luxury, 
on every country estate, hones and 
cattle, when they had outlived their 
usefulness, were slaughtered and given 
to the dogs for food. This is what wan 
originally meant by 'gone to the 
dogs.'" 


Conversation next turned upon Amer- 


ica, and Bismarck asked much about 
his old friend Carl Schurz. " In 1845," 
he said, " I anticipated quite as little 
as did Schnrz what the future had in 
store for me. My highest ambition was 
to become a good farmer, and to be 
able, eventually, to purchase the lands 
adjoining our estate. Occasionally I 
cast a hungry eye upon the office of 
justice of the peace, bat the only 
chance I had to obtain it was cut off" 
—with a smile at the princess—"by my 
not succeeding in marrying the girl 
who could have helped me attain it." 


"So much the better for me," was 


the princess' laughing rejoinder. 


And the better for us all, tbonght I; 


for what a wholesome and blessed ex- 
ample of happy marriage has thla his- 
toric home presented to the world dur- 
ing the last half century!—Elaonora 
Kmnicntt, in Century.

drop it about the size of a sixpence on 
writing paper, aad iet them stand till 
cold.—Home Queen. 


—Commeal Mufflna—On a cold win- 


ter morning cornmeal muffins are very 
nice. To a pint of meal add one cup- 
ful of flour, a lump of butter the size 
of an egg, nearly half a pint of sweet 
milk, two eggs, and a quarter of a cup- 
ful of fresh yeast 
Mix this at night 


and bake in the morning in muffin 
tins.—Farm, Field and Fireside. 


—Tripe a la Bordelaise.—Two pounds 


of tripe cut in strips the size of one's 
finger. Put into a- stew-pamono table- 
spoonful of butter or drippings, or two 
of olive oil, with half a teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley, and half a chopped 
onion. When the oil is very hot put in 
the tripe and cook till brown. Salt and 
pepper to taste.—Yankee Blade. 


—Roast Duck.—Singe, draw, wipe 


and truss the duck, but do not stuff. 
Put several raw cranberries inside each 
bird with a teaspoonful of melted but- 
ter, before trussing. Cover the breast 
with thin slices of bacon, and lay some 
in the pan before putting in the duck. 
Roast in a quick oven for forty minutes.

—Apple Meringue.—One pint un- 


sweetened apple sauce, sifted, one cup- 
ful sugar, yolks of three eggs (beaten), 
and spice to taste.

Cover with a meringue made of 
tha whites of the effgsbmten with two 
tablespoonfuls of angar. Brown light- 
ly and serve cold, with cream. Sifted 
quinces or peaches may be nsed instead 
of the apples.—Country GentUms.ii. 


—Scalloped Oysters.—Butter » deep 


pan or baking dish, cover the bottom 
with rolled crackers or bread crumbs 
slightly toasted. Over this put a layer 
of oysters seasoned with pepper and 
salt and a little butter, then another 
layer of crumbs and one more of oys- 
ters, salt, pepper and butter. The top, 
layer should be of crumbs seasoned 
with pepper and salt. Over this put 
Email pieces of butter. Bake about 
half an hour.—Detroit Free Press. 


—Dried Beef and Potato.—Take half) 


a pound of shaved beef, oarefully re- 
move any pieces of fat or tough skin, 
and pick it up into small pieces, Put 
two tablespoons of butter into smallj 
frying-pan, and when hot pat in the 
beef and let it frizzle over a brisk fire 
six or eight minutes; add about an' 
equal quantity of cold boiled potatoes 
sliced very thin; sprinkle over ifc an 
even tablespoon of flour; add about a 
a pint of hot water and a little white 
pepper. Let it boil four or five minutes 
and serve hot. Brownmg the butter 
before putting in the baef gives it a 
nutty flavor that is much liked by many. 
—Boston Budget.

—Small Almond Cakes.—Chop half a 


pound of citron and mix with it three- 
quarters of a pound shelled almonds 
which have- been blanched and sliced 
into halves. Beat six eggs thorough ly 
and cream into them three-quarters of 
a pound of sugar. Add the nuts and 
citron, and after thoroughly mixing, 
sift gradually into the mixture half a 
pound of flour. Pour the batter into 
long, shallow tins, which have been 
well buttered. Bake in a quick oven. 
When done roll In powdered almonds 
and sugar. Packed carefully In tin 
these oakes will keep almost indefinite-

"I 
swear to you on the holy gospels," ha 
promised, "that if you toaoh me your 
discoveries 1 will never publish them, 
and will, besides, record them for my- 
self in cypher, so that no one shall o» 
able to understand them after my 
death." Tartaglla. trusting in Oar- 
dan's good faith, communicated to him 
his rules summarized in twenty-seven 
mnemotechnic verses, in three strophes 
of nine verses each. Cardan, awUitoA 
by his pupil Ferrari, succeeded in ex- 
tending the rules, solved equations of 
the fourth degree, and published the) 
whole in the 4T* vagna. TartaRlia, 
irritated at the algebraist astrologer'* 
violation of his word, fell into a violent 
rage.

The Loss of the Nicaragua. Navi- 


gation Oo. Steamer Millard, 


HUH TOTAL OF SIXTY HDHIiffES, 


Off the Coast of Nicaragua, Last Week, 


Confirmed by Word from Grey- 


town to a Member of the Com- 


pany in New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 19.—The rnmor 


here that the steamer Millard, belong- 
ing- to the Nicaragua Navigation Co., 
having on board sixty men, had been 
lost off the Michigan coast a week ago 
has been confirmed. 


Not a man of those on board the 


Tessel survived to tell the story 


A reporter met an English gentle- 


man to-night in the St. Charles hotel, 
who is going to Nicaragua to-morrow 
and who has interests In that section. 
He has received word from Greytown 
confirming: the rnmor of the lost ves- 
sel. 
To-day this authority said a cable 


was sent to London telling of the loss 
and the watery grave fonnd by all on 
board. The cable was sent to a man 
in I/ondon who is interested in the Ni- 
caragua Navigation Co., in the service 
of which was the ill-fated vessel with 
sixty men on board. 


The Millard was a tug of twenty 


tons burden, commanded by Capt. Joe 
Thompson, and was making its way 
with the sixty men from Greytown to 
Bluefields, where they were to do 
some work for the Navigation com- 
pany. Several weeks elapsed and no 
news was received that the vessel had 
arrived. Rumors were circulated that 
it bad gone down in the Caribbean 
sea, and that all on the ship were lost 
in the squall which some time ago 
Mew terrifically across that body of 
dangerous water 


While the confirmation of the loss of 
' the ship is made in the dispatch to 


London, no particulars could be ascer- 
tained. 
It will never be known 


whether the vessel went down in a 
gale, which IB reported to have visited 
the waters in which it navigated short- 
ly after its departure from Greytown, 
or whether it sprang a leak which • 
the men could not stop. 
^ 


Capt Anderson, the Englishman, 


•who informed the reporter of the con- 
firmation of the rumor, said he was 
acquainted with Capt. Thompson, and 
had seen the vessel, which, he says, 
was about 
twenty 
tons 
burden. 


Whether or not any of the wreckage 
frill be found to tell the sad tale is not 
known.

Col. Atkinson, of counsel 
for respondents, announced, that it had 
been agreed that the case should he 
submitted without further argument, 
as the case would be prepared and sent 
to the supreme court, which would 
give a bearing two weeks from to-day. 
Counsel Geer, for the state, confirmed 
Mr. Atkinson's statement 


Then the governor announced that 


his finding would be that the respond- 
ents were guilty, as charged, and that 
an order for their removal would be 
filed at once. 
The outcome was a 


great disappointment to a large audi- 
ence in waiting to hear arguments, 


Drafts of the salary fraud indict-

Svaos, Surrounded in His Own Home,

VIBALIA, Cal., Feb. 20.—Chris Evans, 


*be train robber and outlaw, whose 
deeds make the most sensational chap- 
ter in the criminal annals of the Pacific 
coast, and his daring companion, Ed 
Morrell, have surrendered to the offi- 
cers of the law. 


Marshal Gard, the sheriff of Kay 


county, with a posse, had Evans' house 
surrounded since 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 


It was known that the two bandits
